Tbe fire origin «t*>d in Hwarta* saddle 
and hhrnera shop on Main street, and 
burned every bniiding from Linvilu-'.- 
store, (which was envi'd by the hardest 
work and at itreat ri-'k of life), to the cor 
ner of Walnut street, including P ' i 
Myers' store, Mrs. Liaiie RivgN millinery 
and dre'smakintr esiMljiisliinent, Swarie' 
aaddle shop and Zollar'a warehouse. 

Lone before these build iovs fell. 
Youuic'a store on Walnut street wan in a 
blase. Tbe wind was blowing from tlie 
south. Thie was favorable to the aoutu 
end of the town, and saved the lA>nisi ina 
Hotel and other buildings south of it. 
yet it carried tbe fimies northwardly and 
for a time it was thought that ever* 
building on North Main street would 
have to go. Carpenter's Hotel, corner of 
Main and Walnut, and directly Hcr<^R8 the 
street from Yonnij's store, look fire, bui 
men at the risk of their liven, with biicke a 
of water and wet blankets, heroically 
fonaht until it was subdued. 

Had not the wind aliified to the went- 
ward aboot this time, not even the moet 
faithful water brigade con'd have pof>- 
sibly saved any portion of the town 
north of Walnut street. Bat while this 
change of wind assisted in SHvinir one 
portion of the town it swept tbe fl^uies 
on down Wainnt street and eoon Bland's 
drygoods store, Mrs. f^ii.ville's drygoods 
and millinery store and the splendid new 
M. R Ohareb were ablase.and no power 
at the commiiid of iho citiz-ns c ui<l 
save them. While the church was en- 
veloped in flames and about to fall in, tbe 
wind, veeiin^ to tliH e i-t, Uiiain came t > 
tbe assistance of the tiremea aud aided 
them to cheek tbe progress of tbe fire 1 1 
t e p.^rsona^e, ndt without doini; i-ousiit- 
erable damage to that builiiingi hoM- 
ever. Bat at Ihi'i point another serioua 
danger was thr.-ateiK^d. The fallioL' tirii 
bers in the roof and cupola ol the church 
caosed millions of sparks and hurninc 
shii'Klos to risie upward, whicli were c<4r- 
ried by the wind, now increased to quite 
a irale, over, and falling on the roofs of 
many other buildinns. .Several caughi 
fire, and again the people thought the 
t>wn was doomed. At ths momen*, 
however, kind Providence asaistad tbe 
exhausted firemen and sent down great 
drops of rain which saved tbe village. 

At this early hour it is impossible to 
give anytliing like a correct eetimate of 
the losses, but the following will not be 
too low: Mrs. Rigi;8 and Mrs. Swarta' 
millinery and dry Koods, $800— no insu- 
rance; WmlSwartP, $1,500— no insurance;

Young, $2,000, partially insured; Chas. 
French, s orebouse, $1,000. insured for 
about one-half; Prank' Bland, dry t;oods, 
$1,500; some iosnrsoce; Mrs. Nancey 
Chandler, store hoose, $800; insared; 
Mrn. Linville, millinery, and storehouse, 
.';l,(j()0, Humti insurance; M. £. Church, 
$3,(XX), some insurance. 

Tlie damage to the M. E. parsonage. 
Carpenter's Hotel and Linville Bros', store 
is considerable, and tbe dumaKe to the 
merebantdiea and bonse-hold goods tbat 
were removed is very heavy.

Of Interest to Kentnckians. 

The Courier«Journal'a Waabington cor- 
respondent saya: '*A bill bas been re- 
ported from tbe House Committee on 
Invalid Peneiona which is of interest to 
many people in Kentucky, for the reason 
that it proposes to repeal the limitations 
prescribed against persons not enlisted in 
the army of tbe United States, but who, 
while serving for the time being as mem- 
bera of tba militia of any State, under or- 
dera of an officer of the United States, 
were disabled in consequence of woands 
or injuries received in any engagement 
during the war, or in fights with Indians. 
The report accompanying the Mil says 
that among the States most forward in 
the organizttion of their military forces 
during; the civil war were Kentucky, 
West Virginia, Kansas and .Missouri.
